Other cities and villages may bring 
forth their claims to carry the ban­ 
ner in the production and for the 
largest shipment of certain agricul­ 
tural products grown in their vicin­ 
ity, but when it comes to early pota­ 
toes they are not in it compared with 
the city of Fulton. The Journal has 
frequently published articles on the 
adaptability of the soil in this vi­ 
cinity for the production of this crop. 
Our representative Saturday called 
upon the different shippers out of 
the city and ascertained that since 
July 1 there has been 131 carloads 
of potatoes shipped out of Fulton. 
This may appear to be a compara­ 
tively small number, but when we I 
stop to consider that each car con­ 
tained from 500 to 600 bushels this 
means that in the aggregate there 
were at least 66,000 bushels left this 
city and in all probability from four 
to five thousand bushels additional 
were hauled over the high bridges to 
Lyons and Clinton. 
In the early season this crop in 
other 
localities was low. 
This re­ 
sulted in a good market here with 
the prices ruling bigher than in for­ 
mer years. 
In the home market 
the first of the crop sold at $1.60. 
During the first two weeks in July 
buyers who were shipping paid from 
sixty to seventy cents a bushel. The 
next week this price dropped to fifty 
cents and a few days afterwards 
it 
went down to thirty cents and 
it 
has remained around that figure ever 
since. 
The heaviest shipments were made 
while the prices ruled above 
fifty 
cents. 
From these prices it is es 
timated that the average price paid 
during the past two months was in 
the neighborhood of forty-five cents 
a bushel. 
This means that at least 
$32,000 has been paid to the potato 
growers in the vicinity of Fulton. 
The potatoes in this locality are 
not all dug y et, over half of them 
still remain in the field, this Includ­ 
ing the late varieties. 
Wherever 
the land was well fertilized the yield 
averaged from 100 to 200 bushels to 
the acre.
